New Ventra app is 
a great time-saver 


After the announce- 
ment of its develop- 
ment more than a year 
ago, the Ventra app 
is finally here. And 
honestly, it’s pretty 
awesome. 

I can’t tell you how 
many trains I’ve missed 
because I was stuck in 
a line at a machine try- 
ing to load money on 
my pass, or the number 
of times I wasn’t able 
to get on a bus because I had insufficient fare 
and no way to add more money to it. 

I downloaded the app the morning it 
came out last week. It has a simple, easy-to- 
navigate design, and loading money or adding 
a pass onto your card is virtually seamless. 
Some of the features that differentiate it 
from the Ventra website include account 
management, account push notifications, a 
real-time transit tracker and the ability to 
purchase Metra tickets or passes. It’s really 
like having a mini Ventra or Metra vending 
machine in your pocket. 

Representatives of CTA and Metra con- 
firmed that one of the only problems that 
popped up during the app’s launch was an 
inability to log on, and it affected only a small 
number of customers. They believe it was 
related to the users’ phones’ older operating 
systems, and the issue was quickly resolved. 

While I don’t use Metra that often, I know 
just by talking to one of its riders that the new 
app is a game changer for the transit service. 

Michael Bednarczyk is a 25-year-old Elm- 
wood Park resident who uses Metra every 
day to get to and from work. His 10 -day 
pass ran out the night before the Ventra app 
launched, so the next morning, he down- 
loaded it and gave it a shot. 

“I thought the app was very quick, easy to 
use and had a nice, simple design. I managed 
to download it, log in and buy a ticket in the 
five minutes it took between sitting down on 


the train and when the conductor came by” 
Bednarczyk said. 

Accessing the app in the underground tun- 
nels of the CTA shouldn’t be a problem come 
the end of the year, when 4G service will finish 
being installed throughout the Red Line sub- 
way It was announced Nov 18 that the Blue 
Line’s 4G coverage installation was complete. 

According to the CTA, the Ventra app has 
been well-received, based on customer feed- 
back and its increasing number of downloads. 
While there was no official target set for the 
number of downloads the CTA hoped the app 
would get, it saw more than 20,000 downloads 
its first day More than 1,300 Metra ticket 
purchases were made through the app, which 
represented nearly 9,600 Metra tickets (ac- 
counting for lo-ride purchases as 10 tickets), 
and more than 5,000 new Ventra accounts 
were created in the app the day it launched. 

As of Monday Nov 23, the Ventra app had 
more than 50,000 downloads, according to 
the CTA. 

“The response we’ve received from custom- 
ers has been overwhelmingly positive, includ- 
ing customers praising the app and the ability 
to add money quickly to their accounts, the 
ability to buy Metra mobile tickets for the 
first time and the transit tracker feature for 
CTA, Metra and Pace,” CTA spokeswoman 
Tammy Chase said in an email. 

Luture phases of the app will hopefully 
include a virtual Ventra card that makes it 
possible to pay for rides by tapping your 
phone to Ventra readers. 

Overall, this one-stop-shop Ventra app 
comes as a convenience for the many cus- 
tomers who have been waiting for its arrival. 
And while there maybe a few glitches along 
the way (it’s bound to happen), I can say that 
I was pleasantly surprised at its functional- 
ity It could very well change the way people 
commute, so I would recommend CTA, 
Metra and Pace riders use it.

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AIRPORI RIDE 
SHARES CLEARED 


Lyft gets the city’s OK for 
pickups at O’Hare, Midway; 
Uber right behind them

The city announced Sunday that Lyft is au- 
thorized for airport pickups at O’Hare and 
Midway airports. And Uber is expected to be 
approved soon. 

The move comes as a cease-fire emerges 
between mass transit and an array of “sharing 
services” in the city 

Lyft this month launched “Friends with 
Transit,” a national marketing campaign that 
focuses on promoting trips that involve both 
ride-sharing and mass transit. The selling 
point is the time savings generated by blend- 
ing travel choices, especially toward the start 
and end of longer trips. 

Uber last week expanded UberPool to Chi- 
cago. The new “ride-splitting” service con- 
nects riders traveling the same route, allowing 
the cost to be spread among multiple custom- 
ers, whether coming into the city from the 
airport or going from a downtown Metra sta- 
tion to the office. 

For their part, the transit agencies are start- 
ing to reach the conclusion that if you can’t 
beat ’em, you’d better join ’em. 

“The CTA feels choice is good for every- 
one,” CTA spokesman Brian Steele said. 

“We see transit as continuing to be the 
backbone, the most affordable and often the 
most convenient option,” he said. 

Combining travel modes on a single trip— 
like riding the Blue Line or Orange Line and 
hailing a ride the rest of the way — doesn’t need

“Who is Chicago’s 
football team?” 

There is both a 
short and a contrast- 
ing comprehensive 
answer to the ques- 
tion. 

A 2014 New York 
Times study claimed 
that Chicago “may 
have the most intri- 
cate set of loyalties 
of any city in the 
country Those loyalties are split among 
Notre Dame, Michigan, Illinois, Ohio State 
and Northwestern.” 

Each of those teams is the most popular 
in at least one Chicago-area ZIP code. This 
is represented at the NorthShore Evanston 
Hospital parking garage, where each level is 
named for one of those teams. The elevator 
lobby even plays the school’s fight song so 
you won’t forget where you parked. 

On Saturday at Soldier Eield, Northwest- 
ern, with its marketing slogan “Chicago’s Big 
Ten Team,” takes on Illinois, with its mar- 
keting slogan “Our state. Our team.” (The 
game starts at 2:30 p.m. on ESPNU.) 

The top team in the study, Notre Dame, 


resides in a different state and time zone. 

But the Eighting Irish are really a national 
team whose popularity transcends county 
and state boundaries. Their history, both on 
the field and with their TV contracts, makes 
them exceptional. Many fans also identify 
with Notre Dame based on religious and 
ethnic background, and these demographics 
are well-represented in Chicago. 

However, there are more ingredients to 
this stew. Iowa, Michigan State and Wiscon- 
sin are big here, too; there is no shortage of 
sports bars affiliated with the Hawkeyes, 
Spartans and Badgers. 

Northern Illinois has achieved relevance 
and thrust itself into the mix. The Huskies 
have a more recent Heisman Trophy finalist 
(Chicago native Jordan Lynch in 2013) than 
any Illinois team. They’ve also been to a big 
New Year’s Day bowl (2013 Orange Bowl) 
more recently than some of the teams men- 
tioned thus far. 

The personalities on ESPN’s “College 
GameDay” were in town recently to reveal 
the College Eootball Playoff rankings. 

“It’s a melting pot,” ESPN analyst Kirk 
Herbstreit said. “Northwestern, if they’re 
really good, people are going to be excited 
about the purple and talking about the ’Cats, 


but there’s a ton of Ohio State people, ton of 
Michigan people, all the way down the line. 

“What’s great about Chicago, to me, is 
how many Big Ten schools, and then you 
throw Notre Dame in there, is just how 
many fan bases are in this city” 

It’s unlikely any one team will ever unite 
the Second City Unless a sea change occurs, 
it’s always going to be a fragmented but 
passionate and extremely engaged college 
football landscape. 

“Chicago, and Chicagoland, is a pro 
town, and if you don’t know that as a college 
administrator, you’re in trouble,” Northern 
Illinois athletic director Sean Erazier said. 

‘A lot of people like to claim Chicago, but 
at the end of the day, we can agree that it’s 
a pro town and {it’s about] if we can get a 
piece of it.” 

It’s eclectic here on autumn Saturdays. 

We have variety and diversity among our fan 
bases. Herbstreit agrees that this is a special 
situation. 

‘As a Big Ten guy, I think that’s the cool 
thing about Chicago,” he said. “It doesn’t 
have to be a Northwestern town or a Michi- 
gan town, it’s everybody’s town. That’s a cool 
thing.”

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TV to draw a bigger audience since that was 
the “Friends” finale in 2004. 

With a rating that jaw-dropping, 
Hollywood was knocked for a 
loop. Everyone wanted a piece 
of the “Survivor” success. 

Somehow, the show’s 23-year- I 
old contestant Colleen Haskell 
got a lead role in the Rob 
Schneider movie “The Animal.” 

The next season, Elisabeth Filar- 
ski used “Survivor” as a springboard to 
fame, marrying an NFL quarterback, chang- 
ing her last name to Hasselbeck and landing a 
spot on “The View” and, later. Fox News. 

‘American Idol’ 
takes center stage 

In the summer of 2002, Fox debuted ‘Ameri- 
can Idol.” Just like “Survivor,” audiences 
gobbled up the concept of random nobodies 
staking their claim to a grand prize. More than 
22 million people watched Kelly Clarkson sing 
her way to the first-season crown. The next 
season, Ruben Studdard out-sang Clay Aiken 
in front of 38 million viewers. 

Suddenly, anyone on the street could 
become an instant millionaire by 
winning a reality show. Even if you 
didn’t win, like Haskell or Has- 
selbeck, you could still hit the 
Hollywood jackpot. Tbu only 
needed to be cast on a reality 
show and get noticed to start 
your lucrative career as a reality 
celebrity You can get the public’s 
attention by virtue of your talent or 
your looks. Or you can just have a three- 
way makeout session in a hot tub in The 
Palms casino hotel in Las Vegas. 

Hollywood went berserk trying to capi- 
talize on the trend, rolling out spinoffs and 
copycat programs. Come too close to an es- 
tablished show (“Rock Star,” “The One” or 
“Duets”) and your show would fail. Twist it 
just enough (“Survivor” travel = “The Amaz- 
ing Race” or ‘American Idol” spinning chairs 
= “The Voice”) and you have another hit. Some 
shows recycled their own cast members with 
‘All-Star” seasons. MTV brought us “The 
Challenge,” featuring former “Real World” 



cast members battling each other in physical 
contests just like “Survivor.” As more 
shows were born, more people were 
cast, and it became even harder 
for would-be stars to stand out. 


Technolo^, 
social meaias ^ 
impact on reality TV 

While entertainment companies 
doubled down on reality TV as a 
cheap and easy product, technology 
was arriving to change the game even further. 
By 2005, broadband Internet surpassed dial-up 
service. In 2007, Netflix started stream- 
ing movies over the Internet. That 
same year, the iPhone revolution- 
ized the way we communicate. 

The advent of the DVR made 
on-demand viewing easier than 
ever. The technology wave 
shattered TV’s stranglehold on 
America’s attention span. Sudden 
ly entertainment was everywhere. In 
2007, social media sites like MySpace and 
Facebook would allow every person’s life to be 
on display at the push of a button. Every- 
body became their own reality show 
How do you cut through the 
clutter of so many entertain- 
ment options? Look back to the 
hot tub and double down. 




Now introducing: 
The Kardashians 

By 2007, a three-way makeout ses- 
sion seemed quaint. An aspiring star 
without talent would need something 
even more shocking. That’s when America 
was introduced to Kim Kardashian. 

Four years earlier, while ‘American 
Idol” and “Survivor” were hitting 
their stride, Kardashian and her 
then-boyfriend Ray J filmed a 
sex tape. It leaked in February 
2007. Anyone with broadband 
Internet could find it easily 
Anyone with social media could 
talk about it. Overnight, everyone 
knew who Kim Kardashian was. 

Just months after the sex tape leaked. 



“Keeping Up With the Kardashians” arrived 
on television, where it remains today 
Unlike other TV celebrities eclipsed 
by chatter on social media, the 
Kardashian clan has harnessed 
it. More than 52 million people 
follow Kim Kardashian on In- 
stagram. The TV show and her 
social media accounts broadcast 
a “reality” beyond reality Her 
family is impossibly rich, impos- 
sibly gorgeous and impossibly self-ob 
sessed. She has become the new aspirational 
model for the country Would you be willing to 
film a sex tape if it meant having the 
life that she has? 

Did Caitlyn Jenner 
save reality TV 
from itself? 

Ironically today’s most shallow 
reality TV star may have opened 
the door for the most important 
reality personality since Zamora: 
Caitlyn Jenner. A gold medal- 
winning decathlete from 1976 would seem to 
have no place in today’s media landscape. By 
virtue of proximity to the Kardashian 
clan, Bruce Jenner was brought 
back into the spotlight. This 
year, he announced his transi- 
tion to a new name and a new 
gender. As Caitlyn Jenner, she 
stars in her own series: “I Am 
Cait.” Her televised transition 
became a beacon to those who 
identify with her and a lightning rod 
to those who condemn her. Once again, 
reality TV is being used to educate people, 
just as it did with Zamora’s AIDS battle 
more than 20 years ago. Once again, 
the genre is highlighting a com- 
r A munity often overlooked by 
#0 mainstream media. 

^ That is not to say reality 
^ J TV is saved. “I Am Cait” is an 
exception to the genre rules. 
Following the tradition of the 
drunken fights and hookups of 
“Jersey Shore,” shows like “Party 
Down South” and “Dating Naked” feature all 




the subtlety of a demolition derby, with each 
show vying for the most spectacular, 
most outrageous scenes. Our dwin- 
dling attention spans demand it. 
How many times did you check 
your phone while reading this 
article? 

Why do people 
sign up for reality 
TV shows? 

Andy Dehnart, editor of reality- 
blurred.com and a member of the Television 
Critics Association, says there’s a good reason 
today’s reality shows are mutated versions of 
their former selves. 

‘A viewer who sees someone like themselves 
on a reality TV show is more likely to apply” 
Denhart said. “So, if ‘The Real World’s’ entire 
cast drinks and parties every night, someone 
who doesn’t drink or party is less likely to ap- 
ply to that show The cycle continues, and you 
get people who are more and more extreme 
versions of those who’ve come before them. 
It’s up to producers and casting directors to 
find and filter cast members, finding those 
who are not only going to be themselves, but 
who represent various parts of the hu- 
man experience. Diversity in a cast 
makes for better television.” 

Reality TV 
coming full circle 

There is hope that reality TV 
^ can change the world for the 
better, sharing stories we may 
not see in our everyday lives. Be- 
fore Zamora died, he married his now- 
deceased partner, Sean, in the first same-sex 
commitment ceremony ever televised. This 
year, 21 years after the ceremony, the Su- 
preme Court ruled that the Constitution 
guarantees a right to same-sex marriage. It’s 
impossible to know if there’s a direct corre- 
lation between that moment in TV history 
and that moment in United States legal his- 
tory, but the conversation had to start some- 
where. And it wasn’t going to start in a Las 
Vegas hot tub.
